Seth could soon 
be walking again! 


THE benefits of 
taking regular exer¬ 
cise are being 
demonstrated spec¬ 
tacularly by a 
young man from

In fact, the improve¬ 
ment in the condition of 
19-year-old Seth 

Jorgensen - who has a 
serious condition affect¬ 
ing his muscle tone - 
should make just plain 
‘unfit’ people look at 
their own lifestyle. 

Seth is on course to be 
able to walk again for 
the first time in eight 
years. It was when he 
turned 11 years old that 
the onset of hypotonia, a 
form of low muscle tone, 
meant that he could no 
longer walk unaided. 

His mother Sol said: 
“Every day Seth has to 
work hard to stand, sit, 
eat and even breathe. As 
his body’s muscles are 
so weak, it is vital that 
he does gentle exercise 
to maintain a level of fit¬ 
ness that others take for 
granted. 

“Two years ago, Seth 
couldn’t leave his bed, 
and struggled to eat and 
even drink.” 

The big change has 
come about as a result of 
an exercise programme 
overseen by specialist 
neurological physiother¬ 
apist Barbara Bowen. 



Seth Jorgensen, who 
has made remarkable 
progress from a serious 
medical condition since 
embarking on a leisure 
centre exercise pro¬ 
gramme. 

A key part of this has 
been the regular gym 
sessions at Cowbridge 
Leisure Centre, where 
Seth began training 
under the guidance of 
LifeStyle fitness instruc¬ 
tor Andrew Joy. Andrew 
is now at Penarth 
Leisure Centre and Amy 
Phillips is now continu¬ 
ing his work. 

Sol said: “The exer¬ 
cises are giving Seth the 
strength to get so much 
more out of life, making 
each day brighter. 

“He is now able to 
walk again with a walk¬ 
ing frame and has the 
potential for independ¬ 
ent walking once more, 
which is absolutely fan¬ 
tastic.” 

Seth also makes use 
of Cowbridge Leisure 
Centre’s jacuzzi which is 
accessible thanks to a 


hoist, while he changes 
in the centre’s high-tech 
‘Changing Place’ which 
gives customers with 
disabilities plenty of 
room to change in com¬ 
fort. 

There are only a 
handful of these special¬ 
ist changing facilities in 
Wales, while the 
LifeStyle gym at the 
centre also has many 
machines which are 
wheelchair friendly. 

The Vale Council’s 
LifeStyle Operations 
Manager Jonathan 
Rogers said: “At 

LifeStyle we are com¬ 
mitted to giving every¬ 
one the opportunity to 
experience the benefits 
and pleasures of exer¬ 
cise. 

“Our leisure centres 
are accessible to all, as is 
much of our equipment. 
I am delighted to hear 
that exercise is helping 
Seth and I hope that he 
continues to enjoy his 
fitness sessions.” 

Sol Jorgensen added: 
“I hope that other dis¬ 
abled people, or their 
carers, who live in the 
area will read this and 
consider taking exercise 
in this way. 

“It can really make a 
difference to someone’s 
quality of life.”

“That figure is about 
14 per cent of the alloca¬ 
tion per pupil. 

“In real terms, that is 
£92,000 for a 175-pupil 
village school every year. 
For a 1,400 pupil second¬ 
ary school, that would be 
in excess of £750,000.” 

Mr Griffiths pointed 
out that making up the 
funding gap would make 
a significant difference to 
the progress of pupils. 

“Schools could do a 
lot for the pupils with 
that extra funding and 
would be able to imple¬ 
ment strategies which 
would assist all pupils, 
and no doubt enable 
some of the missing two 
per cent to meet the 
grade. 

“Parents also find this 
gap offensive. Under the 
current funding formula 
a (Welsh) child who 
starts school today would 
have nearly £8,000 less 
spent on his or her edu¬ 
cation over their school 
career than a child in 
England. 

“The worrying aspect 
of this is that the gap is 
growing. 

“Ten years ago, not 
long after devolution, 
there was a ‘nil’ gap.

How Mrs Beeton 
led the way for 
celebrity cooks

THE branch 
September meeting 
took place in 
theYstradowen vil¬ 
lage hall, and the 
speaker was Pam 
Robson, who pre¬ 
sented an elegant 
range of Victorian 
china and silver¬ 
ware from the gra¬ 
cious days of that 
era. 

That is, of course, if 
you were fortunate 
enough to be born 
among the upper class¬ 
es. Pam spoke of the 
life and achievements 
of Mrs Beeton. 

Well, we all know 
who Mrs Beeton was 
and are familiar with 
her publications. Our 
speaker owns a beauti¬ 
fully illustrated second 
edition of her book of 
household management. 

Mrs Beeton was born 
Isabella Mayson in 
Milk Street, London, in 
1836. 

Her father died and 
her mother remarried 
Mr Henry Dorling, and 
Isabella became the eld¬ 
est of no less than 21 
children. 

No wonder she grew 
up with a fair knowl¬ 
edge of cooking and 
housekeeping. Henry 
Dorling was a publisher 
and sent Isabella to 
Heidelberg in Germany 
where she received an 
excellent education. 

In 1856, Isabella 
married Samuel Beeton, 
also a wealthy publisher 
and she wrote articles 
on household manage¬ 
ment and cookery, for 
his successful periodi¬ 
cal The English 
Woman’s Domestic 
Magazine. 


In 1861, she collated 
the articles and Mrs 
Beeton’s famous Book 
of Household 
Management was pub¬ 
lished. 

It was the first cook¬ 
ery book to state quan¬ 
tities of the ingredients 
required and to intro¬ 
duce commercial brand¬ 
ed products such as 
Worcestershire Sauce 
and baking powder. 

The book contained 
1,000 pages and was 
bound in leather, which 
made it too expensive 
for the middle class 
housewife. 

A small edition The 
Shilling Cookery Book 
was produced. Mrs 
Beeton did not create 
all her recipes, but it is 
claimed she tried every 
one out before includ¬ 
ing it. 

What took us all by 
surprise was that 
Isabella sadly died of 
puerperal fever at age 
28, after giving birth to 
her fourth child. So a 
very short life, but one 
of huge achievement, 
leaving a legacy behind 
her for future genera¬ 
tions of housewives. 

Her husband spent 
the rest of his life 
reprinting her book, 
which is still available 
today.

After enjoying our 
usual break for tea and 
cake and a chat with 
friends, Valerie chaired 
the business for the 
month.

BUSES AND TRAINS POSE 
PROBLEMS FOR THE BLIND 


PLAID Cymru AM 
Chris Franks has 
raised problems 
faced by blind and 
partially-sighted 
people on public 
transport, after a 
meeting with Vale 
of Glamorgan 
RNIB Cymru. 

The regional AM for 
South Wales Central, 
who has written to 
Arriva Trains and First 
Buses following the 
meeting, said: 

“I have raised with 
Arriva Trains the issue 
of gaps between the car¬ 
riages and platforms 
which make it difficult 
to get in and out easily 
if you are blind. 

“There is also a prob¬ 
lem with station access. 


“Although most 
workers are helpful, 
unfortunately some of 
my constituents have 
found that some staff do 
not appreciate the chal¬ 
lenges faced when going 
on trains. These can 


include double booking 
of reserved seats, auto¬ 
matic ticket schemes 
and difficulties in find¬ 
ing buttons to open car¬ 
riage doors. 

“Plaid has also raised 
issues with First Buses 


regarding their services. 

“ The 88 and 89 num¬ 
ber buses that travel 
through Penarth miss 
stops occasionally 
whichcauses problems 
for blind people who 
can not hail a bus.” 


“It should be remem¬ 
bered that across Wales, 
60 per cent of people 
with sight problems, 
about 70,000 people, 
never go out alone, due 
to difficulties with the 
pedestrian environment 
and public transport. 

“I know Deputy First 
Minister and Plaid 
Transport Minister Ieuan 
Wyn Jones is committed 
to ensuring more people 
use public transport. 

“Progress has been 
made, but more could be 
done to make public 
transport safer for peo¬ 
ple with sight problems, 
like the lack of audio 
announcements on 
buses.”

A GANG of four 
men, one from the 
Vale, who carried 
out an audacious, 
ambitious robbery 
at the home of a 
south Wales busi¬ 
nesswoman, have 
been jailed for a 
total of 37 years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Alan Hood, 45, off 
Dinas Powys, received a 
10 year sentence. 

He admitted charges 
of robbery and adminis¬ 
tering pepper spray. 

The court heard that 
Hood was bailed twice 
after being arrested - and

He said: “We have 
calculated that if all 
three sites are approved, 
there will be one waste 
lorry per minute arriving 
at Llandow.

carers with appropriate 
information and advice. 

It also includes the 
extra help for pension¬ 
ers in paying Council 
Tax, with £4m per year 
from 2009-10; and extra 
help for disabled and 
older people on low 
incomes who pay for 
their homecare, with 
£8.5m per year from 
2007-9, rising to 
£10. lm from last year, 
provided to local 
authorities to reduce or 
remove their charges. 

Last week, it was 
wonderful to visit the 
new Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 
to view the impact of 
Welsh Assembly 
Government funding for 
this long overdue re¬ 
development - deliver¬ 
ing the vision set out by 
the school to offer 
learner-centred provi¬ 
sion, with ICT at the 
heart of the school, 
developing an innova¬ 
tive curriculum design, 
building sustainability 
into plans for the future 
and developing commu¬ 
nity-focused, inclusive 
provision. 

Congratulations to 
the teams who delivered 
this, as we move for¬ 
ward with the next 
phase of the Vale 
Schools Investment 
Strategy. 

Under-funding 

Introducing the budg¬ 
et challenges to all 
those I am meeting on 
the budget tour, I have 
outlined the way we 
spend our £15bn plus 
budget for Wales, with 
health and social servic¬ 
es spending 41 per cent 
of that budget, followed 
by social justice and 
local government at 29 
per cent, including 
funding to underpin the 
voluntary (third sector) 
in Wales. 

I make it clear that 
we are facing a series of 
increasingly difficult 
budget settlements for 
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Wales over the coming 
years, with tough choic¬ 
es and decisions to be 
made in the Budget I 
will present to the 
Assembly in November, 
following the announce¬ 
ment of the 
Comprehensive 
Spending Review on 
October 20 in 
Westminster. 

Last week, I made 
our case for Wales in 
the meeting of the UK 
finance ministers, 
reminding the Chief 
Secretary to the 
Treasury of our particu¬ 
lar needs and circum¬ 
stances, as well as our 
current underfunding as 
a whole. 

I have said that we 
cannot meet these chal¬ 
lenges without working 
together with the people 
who know how impor¬ 
tant our public services 
are to them. 

It is is more impor¬ 
tant than ever to make 
sure we spend our 
money effectively and 
efficiently. Last week, I 
visited a project in 
Carmarthenshire which 
is saving money and 
providing better care for 
elderly people admitted 
to hospital as a result of 
fractures. 

They are discharged 
from hospital for a stay 
in a convalescent bed, 
in a purpose-built local 
authority home for the 


elderly, with intensive 
OT and physiotherapy 
leading to an early 
return to independent 
living at home with a 
package of care. 

This is what we need 
to see across Wales, 
with joint health and 
social professionals 
working together to 
achieve these beneficial 
outcomes for all. 

I have explained to 
people how and why we 
decided not to cut our 
capital budgets this 
year, to support our 
schools, our health serv¬ 
ices and house building 
programmes, safeguard¬ 
ing those schemes and 
protecting jobs in the 
construction industry. 

We were asked by the 
UK Government to 
make £49m worth of 
cuts in our capital pro¬ 
gramme. We chose not 
to do that as we seek to 
find those savings, 
recognising the impor¬ 
tance of that public 
spend on the private 
sector. 

I have made the 
commitment to use our 
resources to best effect 
for the people of Wales, 
ensuring that we get 
maximum benefit for 
every pound that we 
spend. 

We believe that 
‘communities count’ in 
Wales, especially those 
experiencing the most 
disadvantage and vul¬ 
nerability in today’s 
society. 

We also believe we 
have a duty to promote 
‘fairness and equality’ 
in our budget and that 
this will be best for the 
economy as well as for 
the social fabric of 
Wales - a tough call for 
a tough budget. 

Already, the people I 
am meeting on the tour 
in Wales are giving their 
valuable experience, 
ideas and guidance on 
the way forward for 
these challenging times.

Vale MP Alarmed 


by inconsistencies’

A Welsh Assembly 
Government spokes¬ 
woman stressed that 
pupils’ performances 
were continuing to 
improve and that a 
review had been put in 
place to analyse the costs 
of delivery of education. 

“Students in Wales 
achieved their best 
GCSE results ever this 
year and this is some¬ 
thing that should be cele¬ 
brated. 

“School funding in 
Wales has increased by 
71 per cent since 1999- 
2000. 

“We have made it 
clear that we want to 
ensure more funding 
reaches the education 
front line - schools, col¬ 
leges and universities 
and that’s why we com¬ 
missioned Price 

Waterhouse Coopers to 
review the cost of 
administering education 
in Wales.” 

Bryan Jeffreys, direc¬ 
tor of learning and devel¬ 
opment at the Vale 
Council, pointed out that 
the Vale was facing par¬ 
ticular challenges in 
terms of funding. 

“At £4,923 per pupil, 
the budgeted expendi¬ 
ture for education and 
schools in the Vale of 
Glamorgan for 2010/11 
is the lowest in Wales. 


This should be viewed 
against a backcloth of 
the Vale being one of the 
lowest funded councils 
in Wales per head of the 
population. 

“As well as direct 
spending in schools, the 
budget covers spending 
on central management 
and support services. 
The central service cost 
of £829 per pupil is £135 
under that of the next 
lowest spending council 
and £536 per pupil 
below the Welsh aver¬ 
age. 

“This reflects the 
council’s commitment to 
minimising bureaucracy 
and streamlining back 
office and support serv¬ 
ices, thereby enabling 
more funding to be 
directed to schools.” 

Mr Jeffreys stressed 
that the council was 
striving to provide edu¬ 
cation as effectively and 
efficiently as possible. 

“The Vale delegates 
83 per cent of its educa¬ 
tion funding to schools. 
This is the highest level 
of delegation in Wales 
with the lowest being 
only 67 per cent. 

“The amount of fund¬ 
ing provided to schools 
is £4,094 per pupil as 
compared to a Wales 
average of £4,054. A low 
level of surplus places in 
the Vale’s schools 
enables funding to be 


utilised more efficiently 
than in many other 
authorities which, in 
some instances, are 
funding a significant 
number of empty seats.” 

Mr Jeffreys pointed 
out that an official report 
had said the council was 
responding well despite 
the financial constraints. 

“A recent Estyn 
inspection of education 
services in the Vale 
reported that ‘overall the 
value for money of edu¬ 
cation services for chil¬ 
dren and young people is 
good. Low surplus 
places, and some of the 
highest school and pupil 
performance levels in 
Wales are achieved from 
one of the lowest 
resource bases’.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said he was alarmed by 
inconsistencies in educa¬ 
tion funding. 

“The Welsh Assembly 


Government’s record 
over the last 10 years is 
extremely poor, and has 
knock-on effects for 
local authorities. 

“The Vale currently 
receives £115 less per 
resident each year from 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government than some 
neighbouring councils. 

“This equates to £25m 
a year lower level of 
funding budget to the 
Vale. Naturally, I’m 
worried about the impact 
on education and other 
public services.” 

He added: “Clearly a 
fair funding settlement in 
Wales would allow more 
to be spent on education 
in the Vale. 

“This is something 
that I’ve raised on sever¬ 
al occasions and will 
continue to do so until 
the Vale receives a fair 
slice of the cake.”

THE volunteers of 
the Antarctic 

Heritage Trust may 
have missed out on 
the UK’s warm 
summer months this

Festive shoebox 
appeal for needy 


OPERATION 
Christmas Child is 
calling for local 
support to mark 
the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of its famous 
‘shoebox’ cam¬ 
paign, which runs 
until November 18. 

“When the first gift- 
filled shoeboxes were 
delivered in 1990 to 
children living in terrible 
conditions in Romanian 
orphanages in the after- 
math of the collapse of 
the Ceausescu regime, 
no-one really thought the 
campaign would still be 
going 20 years on,” said 
Ted Bird, area coordina¬ 
tor of Operation 
Christmas Child. 

“However, it really 
caught people’s imagina¬ 
tion and the campaign 
has grown to help vul¬ 
nerable children in a 
wide range of countries. 

“Sadly, many tens of 
thousands of children are 
living in very challeng¬ 
ing situations today, and 
the kindness of those 
who donate a gift-filled 
shoebox is every bit as 
important now as it was 
in 1990.” 

In 2009,shoeboxes 
full of presents were 
given by individuals and 
groups in the Vale and 
Bridgend boroughs, 


including Pencoed, 
Maesteg and Porthcawl. 

The gift-filled shoe- 
boxes were checked at 
the charity’s processing 
centre in Pontyclun 
before being transported 
to Crimea and Ukraine. 

“Operation Christmas

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Adjournment in 
Flying Vet case 


THE hearing of 
evidence from wit¬ 
nesses in the case 
at Cardiff County 
Court in which 
Vale Flying Vet 
Maurice Kirk is 
suing South Wales 
Police, has been 
adjourned. 

Mr Kirk, 65,. who 
has addresses in Barry 
and Brittany, was grant¬ 
ed an application for the 
adjournment, after the 
court heard that he was 
suffering from a severe 
hip condition, which 
necessitates the taking 
of regular doses of mor¬ 
phine and later, surgery. 

Mr Kirk is suing 
South Wales Police, 
claiming that a conspir¬ 
acy has existed against 
him for many years. 

His medical condi¬ 
tion is such that the tak¬ 
ing of the painkiller was 
likely to inhibit his 
capacity to deal with the 
case, which was sched¬ 
uled to last 10 weeks, 
said Judge Anthony 
Seys Llewellyn.

Leading counsel 

Lloyd Williams QC, 
representing South 
Wales Police, who deny 
Mr Kirk’s allegations, 
has argued that there is 
no basis in law for Mr 
Kirk’s allegations to be 
heard by the court. 

Mr Kirk will later be 
allowed a right of reply, 
after which the judge 
will make his ruling. 

Earlier in the hear¬ 
ing, the judge said the 
matter of whether the 
trial itself is achievable 
has yet to be consid¬ 
ered. 

Mr Williams said 
that he had examined 
medical reports which 
indicated that such was 
the pain suffered by Mr 
Kirk that he could not 
concentrate and was not 
fit physically and med¬ 
ically. 

Mr Kirk claimed the 
police were involved in 
“subjective malice” 
towards him, and that 
the courts operated a 


“corrupt system”. 

The judge said that 
when Mr Kirk made an 
outburst he chose to 
ignore what he 
described as his 
“moments of hot tem¬ 
per”. 

Mr Kirk has claimed 
the police were operat¬ 
ing covert surveillance 
on him. 

Judge Seys 

Llewellyn said that for 
him to have adjourned 
the calling of evidence 
was “ no light matter”, 
but he felt that in his 
condition, Mr Kirk 
could not conduct a 
long, complex case. 

He took the view, 
said the judge, that Mr 
Kirk, who is represent¬ 
ing himself, and could 
walk only with the use 
of crutches, was severe¬ 
ly disadvantaged. 

The case involved 
some 40 alleged inci¬ 
dents over a decade.

Fundraisers 
applaud local 
community 


D uring the 

official tour 
of the new 
Cowbridge school 
last Friday, the 
chairman of 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
fundraising com¬ 
mittee (CCFC) 
expressed his 
thanks for the “fan¬ 
tastic support from 
the community” in 
raising money for 
extra facilities that 
will benefit pupils 
and the community. 

Charlie Puddicombe, 
chairman of CCFC, was 
delighted with the hard 
work put in by volun¬ 
teers and the generosity 
of donors. 

He said: “Committee 
members, volunteers and 
the PTA have been hard 
at it for 18 months and it 
is amazing how well 
they have done in a very 
difficult funding climate. 

“People have come 
forward from all walks 
of life and we have had 
the support of a number 
of trusts and large corpo¬ 
rations. Donations have 
ranged from a couple of 
quid to more than 
£ 10 , 000 .” 

To date, the commit¬ 
tee has raised £115,000, 
which has paid for a 
complete library of 
books and journals, 
sports facilities and 
state-of-the-art theatre 
equipment - none of 
which could be provided 
through statutory fund¬ 
ing. 

In addition to this, a 
concert grand piano was 
also donated as a specif¬ 
ic gift. 

He said that the origi¬ 
nal target was £250,000, 
but this had proved too 
ambitious during an eco¬ 
nomic downturn. The 
fundraising committee 
prioritised items accord¬ 
ing to the school’s 
needs. 

All library require¬ 
ments were met. Much 
of the equipment needed 
to fit out the school hall 
as a theatre has been 
installed and the com¬ 
mittee is hopeful that the 
£10,000-or-so needed for 


proper safety curtains 
can be achieved by the 
end of November, when 
the fundraising commit¬ 
tee closes its books. 

The sports hall now 
has a professional light¬ 
ing system that will 
allow sports to be played 
during the dark winter 
evenings, but the train¬ 
ing and fitness equip¬ 
ment hoped for is on 
hold until more funds 
become available. 

Mike Clay, the 
govenors’ representative 
on CCFC, said “We 
have extended the clos¬ 
ing date for donations 
until November 30, and 
remain hopeful that 
additional equipment 
needed for the theatre, 
drama and dance studios 
and outdoor sports can 
be funded.

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"Double whammy’ as 
cost of caring set to rise 


E VEN before the 
outcome of 
October’s com¬ 
prehensive spending 
review, Counsel and 
Care, the national 
charity working with 
older people, their 
families and carers to 
get the best care and 
support, predicts a 
double whammy will 
hit older people and 
their carers, with 
some councils already 
increasing charging 
for home care as well 
as tightening their eli¬ 
gibility criteria for 
access to services. 
Counsel and Care has 


published the results of a 
national survey showing 
how councils’ care budg¬ 
ets are under extreme 
financial pressure. 

Over half of councils 
surveyed confirmed that 
they would be carrying 
out budget cuts in social 
care or a reduction in the 
range of services avail¬ 
able. 

Six of the councils 
surveyed openly stated 
that they are considering 
increases to home care 
charging. A further four 
are known to be already 
consulting on raising 
charges.

sits at £19.70 an hour. 
Currently 20 councils 
charge more than £14 an 
hour, with 12 charging 
more than £15 an hour 
for essential home caln 
particular, two councils 
are currently consulting 
on removing or increas¬ 
ing the maximum week¬ 
ly charging level that 
they had previously set 
for home care per week. 

This is despite the 
highest rate now reach¬ 
ing £454.78 per week. 

Stephen Burke, Chief 
Executive, Counsel and 
Care, said: 

“Counsel and Care is 
extremely concerned 
about the knock-on 
effects such increases in 
charges will have on the 
quality of life for older 
people and their carers. 

“If these short-sighted 
plans are put into action, 


the impact will be felt 
first by the most vulner¬ 
able, who will have to 
go without vital care and 
support and then on 
acute health services as 
people are forced to 
reach crisis point before 
they get help. 

“This is not the only 
choice for local councils. 
We are aware of coun¬ 
cils who are extending 
their eligibility criteria to 
support older people 
with low and moderate 
needs. 

“Such short-sighted 
cuts will cost the public 
purse more in the long 
run. 

“We acknowledge the 
pressures that local 
authorities are under, but 
call on councils to pro¬ 
tect vital frontline serv¬ 
ices for older people and 
their carers.”

The pair play Terry 
Hoitz and Allen Gamble 
respectively, two mis¬ 
matched deskbound 
detectives who are 
forced to fill in the 
paperwork of the superi¬ 
or Danson and 
Highsmith (Dwayne 
Johnson and Samuel L 
Jackson) who take down 
all crime in their wake. 

However, when the 
pair are permanently put 
out of action, Hoitz and 
Gamble take on the case 
of shady capitalist David 
Ershon (Steve Coogan) 
in the hope of filling the 
gap - and their adven¬ 
tures begin... 

Much like Mark 
Wahlberg, Will Ferrell 
has seemingly been 


undergoing something of 
a career funk lately. 

The days of being cine¬ 
ma’s pre-eminent funny 
man seem to have gone, 
and judging by the lead 
weight that was last 
year’s (quite enjoyable) 
Land of the Lost , Ferrell 
appears to have lost his 
box-office sparkle. 

That said, The Other 
Guys might just be the 
turnaround that both 
Ferrell and Wahlberg 
need, as the film is a 
return to form for the 
former, and shows a 
whole new side to the 
latter, in what is a 
painfully hilarious come¬ 
dy. 

By now we all know 
that Will Ferrell, much 
like Adam Sandler, is in 
his comfort zone as a 
shouty man-child, a 
character that Ferrell has 
parlayed into some fine 
comedy moments; it has 
also been something of a 
hindrance, fine in the 
quality likes of Elf or 
Talladega Nights, not so 
good in the likes of 
Semi-Pro. 

Whether this has been 
noted or not remains to 
be seen, but here Ferrell 
plays a slightly different 
character with hugely 
successful results. The 
nerdy Gamble is less 
screaming idiot and 
more quiet simpleton, 
yet Ferrell plays him 
with a superb eye and 
ear for comic timing. 

Mining his character 
for all he’s got, it shows 


a different side to 
Ferrell’s ability, getting 
comedy out in a differ¬ 
ent way. That’s not to 
say that the loud side 
doesn’t rear its head at 
all, but when it does it’s 
hilarious purely because 
it is so out of the charac¬ 
ter’s nature. Espousing 
the less-is-more theory, 
here Ferrell is funnier 
and more vital than he 
has been in a long time, 
and it’s a pleasure to see. 

Alongside him, Mark 
Wahlberg similarly 
delivers his best per¬ 
formance in a long time. 
While not fully comfort¬ 
able with comedy, the 
actor throws himself in 
with such gusto that he 
hits the mark more often 
than not, and shows a 
barely-seen knack for 
getting laughs (aside 
from The Happening, of 
course, which was per¬ 
haps the most uninten¬ 
tionally hilarious film 
ever). 

With the character of 
Hoitz having anger 
issues, he takes the lead 
of the duo, something 
that works surprisingly 
well, Ferrell taking the 
back-seat and playing a 
little straighter than 
usual. 

Surrounding the pair 
are performers who 
manage to give Ferrell 
and Wahlberg strong 
comedic support; 
Michael Keaton is an 
absolute gas as the pair’s 
chief who works part- 
time in a bath shop to

put his son through col¬ 
lege, bagging plentiful 
laughs; while Rob 
Riggle and Damon 
Wayans Jr as Hoitz and 
Gamble’s detective 
nemeses mine plenty of 
comedy from their dun- 
derheaded characters. I 

If Steve Coogan does¬ 
n’t quite create an 
impact as the villain of 
the piece, then Samuel F 
Jackson and Dwayne 
Johnson’s cameos most 
certainly do. 

Paying heed to every 
single action hero cliche, 
the pair’s screentime is 
brief but massively 
entertaining. 

Adam McKay has 
been a long-time collab¬ 
orator with Ferrell, and 
their partnership again 
bears fruit here, McKay 
on co-writing and direct¬ 
ing duties. 

The script, written 
along with Chris 
Henchy, mines the usual 
police film tropes, and 
while the story is purely 
flimsy, it is only really 
there as an excuse to 
hang the jokes on. 

Similarly, McKay’s 
direction comes from a 
warm place, lampooning 
the excesses, but doing it 
in such a way that the 
film looks thoroughly 
slick and professional. 

The action set-pieces 
fizz with panache and 
style, while he shows 
some clever touches 
throughout. 

Fike most comedies, 
The Other Guys does 
struggle to sustain its 
laughter count, the film 
struggling to maintain its 
momentum coming into 
the climax, while a 
stronger story would 
have given a bit more 
foundation to the film 
rather than the weak 
structure that seems a 
touch too pencilled in. 

However, it isn’t a 
film that should be 
judged on its dramatic 
merits, more on its 
comedic ones, and that 
section ticks all the 
boxes. 

While not quite reach¬ 
ing the heights of his 
classics, this is still a 
return to form for Will 
Ferrell, and also Mark 
Wahlberg - these Other 
Guys are a roaring suc¬ 
cess! 

VERDICT: 

Hysterically funny, The 
Other Guys sees Will 
Ferrell hit top gear again 
in some style. 
Accompanied by Mark 
Wahlberg, who shows 
both a keen comic touch 
and offers a good solid 
performance, it is come¬ 
dy that strikes the right 
note. 

While Ferrell has a 
long way to go before 
hitting the level of 
Anchorman, The Other 
Guys is a definite step in 
the right direction! 
Recommended. 


The Bush Inn is back - 
and Vale diners 
will be the winners

ONE year after the 
fire that destroyed 
its thatched roof, 
the Bush Inn at St 
Hilary is back with 
a new husband-and- 
wife team, new staff, 
a new menu and a 
(slightly) new look. 

Fiz Silva and Andy 
Hooker met several years 
ago in Virginia Water, 
and were married a year 
ago. At the time, Andy 
was in his 10th year run¬ 
ning a popular restaurant 
in the stockbroker belt, 
where his hearty, tasty 
and good value pub food 
had given him a solid 
reputation and a regular 
clientele. 

Fiz was working in IT 
but, as a Cowbridge girl 
who had lived in the 
town from 1974, and 
attended the comprehen¬ 
sive school, she was feel¬ 
ing her home town call¬ 
ing her back. 

They talked about 
bringing Andy’s success¬ 
ful business model back 
to the Vale and, by a 
happy chance, discov¬ 
ered that the Bush Inn 
was available - although 
it was lacking a roof at 
the time. 

They approached 
Punch Taverns and 
worked out a deal. The 
pub chain would restore 
the roof, while Fiz and 
Andy would refurbish 
the interior, and have a 
completely free hand 
with the menu. 

The result is a wel¬ 
coming pub, where each 
room has a slightly dif¬ 
ferent character. The 
main restaurant has had 
its old false ceiling 
removed, and the old 
brickwork and beams are 
now a feature in a room 
that is impressive and 
cosy at the same time. 

On to the food, and the 
one thing that jumps out 
at you when you look at 
the menu is that Andy’s 
unique selling point is his 
huge variety of home- 
cooked pies and 
Wellingtons. The pies are 
all one price (£10.50 with 
vegetables or a salad, and 
chips or potatoes) but the 
variety is huge. 

Famb pie with mint 
and orange, or game pie 
with walnuts and cran¬ 
berries, or venison pie 
with red wine and choco¬ 
late! The list goes on. 

Similarly, an 8oz fillet 
of beef Wellington (with 
pate, onions and mush¬ 
rooms in puff pastry) is 
first on the Wellington 
list, but variations 
include chicken with 
bacon and Stilton, and 
salmon with prawns and 
asparagus in Hollandaise 
Sauce. 

It is difficult enough to 
choose from these two 
lists, but on top of that, 
Andy offers a full range 
of a la carte options for a 
varied three course meal 
- plus about four chef’s 
specials every day, 
depending on the season.

To start, I chose grilled 
garlic and Stilton 
Portobello mushrooms, 
which came with a roll 
and a salad, and my guest 
went for the soup of the 
day, which was wild 
mushroom. 

The thing that jumped 
out at this stage is that 
Andy doesn’t believe in 
putting anything on the 
plate that looks or sounds 
good - but turns out to be 
a bit bland. 

Everything has a taste 
that hits you from the 
first mouthful. My mush¬ 
room dish was rich, and 
the two main flavours 
worked really well with 
the texture of the mush¬ 
rooms. The salad came 
with a tasty dressing that 
complemented the garlic 
and cheese. 

Similarly, my guest 
commented, right from 
the first spoonful, on the 
full flavour of her soup, 
which was thick and 
overflowing with mush¬ 
rooms. 

She chose as her main 
course the steak pie with 
Guinness and Stilton, and 
it came with plenty of 
vegetables, and mashed 
potato. Once again, the 
sauce was rich and tasty, 
and the ingredients were 
cooked perfectly and 
blended really well. 

I was tempted by the 
rabbit pie with mush¬ 
rooms and pancetta, but 
you can’t both eat pies 
when doing a GEM din¬ 
ing review, so I went for 
one of the chef’s spe¬ 
cials, lamb steaks with a 
tomato, mushroom and 
oregano sauce, which 
once again came with 
plenty of vegetables, and 
I chose the chips to 
accompany it. 

To be honest, I wasn’t 
sure what to expect from 
lamb steaks, and suspect¬ 
ed it might just be a fancy 
name for a cutlet. 

Well, I was quite 
wrong, and the medium 
rare juicy steaks that 
appeared on my plate 
turned out to be excellent 
- and once again the 
sauce that came with the 
dish was rich and tasty. 
There was plenty of it 
too. 

Talking to Fiz and 
Andy afterwards, they 


both said that they were 
not aiming to be a ‘gas- 
tropub’, so I don’t think 
diners will find their 
sauces artfully smeared 
in a corner of the plate! 

The Bush Inn’s house 
wines (always a good 
test) were very good 
quality, and the wine list 
features a wide range of 
wines from around the 
world, starting at £13.95 
a bottle. 

We ate on a Thursday 
evening, not always a 
busy night, but the Bush 
was doing good business. 
However, I wonder if 
they sell much from the 
dessert menu because, 
despite starving our¬ 
selves during the day, we 
were both too full to 
tackle a pudding. I could 
have stretched to a creme 
brulee or a cream 
caramel, but sticky toffee 
pudding or banoffee pie 
was a step too far. 

Hearty eaters who can

Fiz and Andy’s aim is 
that the Bush should be a 
pub where everyone feels 
relaxed. No one need 
dress up, and they want 
the sort of pub where 
walkers (or workers) 
drop in for a drink or a 
snack, as well as diners 
from around the Vale. 

Although the pub does 
a traditional Sunday 
Roast at £8.95, the pies 
are on the menu at all 
times, including Sunday, 
and I suspect that could 
turn out to be quite a 
smart move! 

So, welcome back to 
The Bush. ‘Under new 
thatch, under new man¬ 
agement’ is Fiz and 
Andy’s slogan - and it 
means that St Hilary is 
back on the Vale’s dining 
out venue list!

AS chairman, my

Local courses featured in new 
pictorial history of Welsh golf 


PHIL and Trudy 
Carradice have teamed 
up to compile a delight¬ 
ful book on golfing titled 
Golf In Wales -A 
Pictorial History (pub¬ 
lished by Amberley 
Publishing 

at £14.99) and we learn 
that the Pile and Kenfig 
Golf Club, which was 
founded in 1919 and 
designed by Harry Colt, 
is affectionately known 
as P and K. 

P and K has played host to 
many top-quality events includ¬ 
ing the men’s home internation¬ 
al matches and was a qualify¬ 
ing venue for the 1998 British 


Amateur Championships. 

Along with the Royal 
Porthcawl and Southerndown, 
it is considered to be one of the 
top links courses in south east 
Wales. 

As for Southerndown, it is 
described as “a unique course 
near to the sea,with entrancing 
views.” 

We are also informed that 
Bernard Darwin, apparently the 
greatest golf writer of all time, 
called Southerndown his 
favourite course in the whole of 
Britain. 

The Royal Porthcawl is, 
according to the authors, 
“arguably the most famous 
course in Wales” and was 
founded in 1891. 

As for one of the most 
demanding, the Cottrell Park 


Golf Club sits just off the A48 
at St Nicholas between Cardiff 
and Cowbridge and boasts two 
testing courses, the Mackintosh 
and the Button Gwinnett - and 
there is also a driving range 
and excellent clubhouse facili¬ 
ties. 

While the Dinas Powys Golf 
Club straddles “the flanks of a 
steep ridge to the west of 
Cardiff” and “came into exis¬ 
tence on the very eve of the 
First World War. 

This was in 1914, although 
the creation of the club had 
been under discussion since 
1912.” 

The authors use a fascinating 
selection of postcards and other 
images to tell the story of golf 
in Wales which has more than 
170 golf courses, many in the 


most beautiful of landscapes 
and locations from Anglesey to 
Monmouthshire. 

Phil Carradice is a full-time 
writer and broadcaster. He has 
written more than 40 books, 
from novels and poetry to his¬ 
tory and biography. 

He regularly broadcasts on 
Radio 4 and presents the BBC 
Wales history programme The 
Past Master. 

Trudy Carradice is a former 
editor of The South Wales 
Golfer and long-time collector 
of golf memorabilia. 

She represented Wales in the 
women’s senior home interna¬ 
tional matches on two occa¬ 
sions and has been club cham¬ 
pion in three separate golf 
clubs.

not Theatre Royal 

- SAY LOCAL LABOUR 
GROUP COUNCILLORS 


LABOUR council¬ 
lors in Barry say 
that locating Extra 
Care facilities on 
the site of the 
Theatre Royal is 
“unworkable” and 
that they should be 
based at Bryneithin 
in Dinas Powys 
instead. 

The councillors, who 
serve on the Vale 
Council, claim there are 
much more appropriate 
locations in the Vale for 
Hafod Care to build 
flats for the elderly than 
at the old cinema site. 

They believe the old 
cinema site is unsuitable 
because it is close to 
one of Barry’s busiest 
roads and near the 
‘entertainment’ end of 
the town. 

Coun Fred Johnson, 
who represents the 
Cadoc ward, argued: 
“The cinema site is 
totally unworkable and 
as a Labour group we 
are opposed to any 
development like this at 
the site. 

“We are not against 
Extra Care housing, but 
this is a totally inappro¬ 
priate location. 


“My colleagues who 
represent Buttrills ward, 
Margaret Alexander and 
Stuart Egan, already 
receive complaints 
about anti-social behav¬ 
iour from residents who 
live in the area, so why 
add further residential 
developments? It makes 
no sense.” 

The Labour group 
leader and fellow Cadoc 
councillor, Neil Moore, 
also expressed his dis¬ 
may at the proposal to 
convert the former cine¬ 
ma into Extra Care 
housing. 

“There is a need for 
Extra Care housing in 
the Vale, but it should 
not be located at the 
Theatre Royal site. 

“As a Labour group, 
we have always main¬ 
tained that Extra Care 


facilities should be 
developed on the 
Bryneithin site, as it is 
the best location to pro¬ 
vide such services, and 
of course an EMI unit is 
already based there!” 

Earlier this year, 
Hafod Care confirmed 
that it was hoping to 
work in partnership 
with the Vale Council 
and Welsh Assembly 
Government to bring 42 
Extra Care flats and 
communal facilities to 
the old cinema site. 

At the time, a Hafod 
Care spokesman point¬ 
ed out: 

“If the plans go 
ahead, we would not 
only be developing a 
disused site in an area of 
Barry that is already 
undergoing a lot of 
regeneration work, but 
also helping the Vale 
Council meet the needs 
of the people through¬ 
out the county.”
